and the Speaker shall not issue his Warrant in pursuance of this Act 
without having p^evieaely received such Notification, and until Four- 
teen Days after he shall have caused Notice of his having received 
such Certificate and Notification to be inserted in the London 
Gazette.

If Speaker III. Provided always, That in any Case in which it shall appear to 
Warrant* not Speaker to be doubtful whether the Acceptance of any Office
